GREETINGS: 


Permit me to submit the following report covering the 
activities of the Office of the Commissioner of Public Lands 
during the two-year period from January 1, 1925 to December 
31, 1926. 

In submitting this report, permit me to call your attention 
to the very gratifying amount of collections for this period 
which totaled $1,690,700.43, exceeding that of any previous 
similar period and being an increase over the collections of 
the last biennium of $291,553.31 or 17.2%. Schedules Q and 
R show in detail the sources of these collections and the 
funds to which same were credited, both arranged and sym- 
bolized in accordance with the new accounting system. 

The various activities of the office are more fully set forth 
in schedules contained in this report, but are briefly referred 
to here as follows: 


Land Patents: There were 583 land patents issued. Of 
this total, 532 were to purchasers of public lands, covering 
an area of 4,321.3 acres for a total consideration of $360,436.42. 
Of these, 147 were on homesteads, covering a total area of 
4,051.96 acres, valued at $156,489.77 and 385 were on lots, 
covering a total area of 269.4 acres, valued at $203,946.65, sold 
at public auction for cash or on time payments. Aside from 
the above, two patents were issued in compromise and equit- 
able settlement, four in confirmation of land commission 
awards and forty-five for land exchanges whereby the Terri- 
tory conveyed a total area of 1,893.3 acres, plus a cash con- 
sideration of $3,844.30 to acquire a total area of 3,463.4 acres, 
required for public uses, such as school sites, parks and roads. 
In addition to the land acquired the Territory received 
$687.30 to equalize these exchanges. 


Conveyances to the Territory by Deeds: Sixty-nine docu- 
ments conveying land to the Territory were executed and 
placed on record. Twenty were straight deeds whereby a 
total area of 930.5 acres were acquired for a total of $289,- 
383.00; forty-four were exchange deeds whereby a total area 
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of 3,463.4 acres were acquired and five were for a total area 
of 16.62 acres, acquired by condemnation for a total of $33,- 
623.15. 

Pursuant to Act 179 Session Laws 1925, the various coun- 
ties have submitted for recordation and filing, the following 
number of documents: The City and County of Honolulu, 
183; County of Maui, 55; County of Kauai, 23. The County 
of Hawaii has not yet complied with the provisions of this law. 
(See Schedule B.) 


Auction Sales: One hundred and thirty-three notices of 
sales were prepared and advertised, resulting in 127 sales. 
One hundred and six general leases and six licenses, involv- 
ing a total area of 24,273.2 acres, were offered at a total upset 
annual rental of $68,373.80 and sold for $73,883.80. Five hun- 
dred and thirty-three lots were sold for residence and busi- 
ness purposes. Four hundred and sixty nine of these lots 
were purchased on the time-payment plan and 64 were sold 
for cash. These covered a total area of 373.3 acres which 
were offered at a total upset price of $464,819.61 and sold for 
$610,314.61, an increase of $145,495.00, over the upset price. 
(See Schedule C.) 
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? House Lots: There has been a continued demand for resi- 
dence lots and during the biennium several tracts have been 
opened in addition to the sale of lots in tracts previously 
opened. The outstanding sale of the period was that of lots 
in the Waimanalo Beach Tract on windward Oahu. Out of 
266 lots offered, 188 were sold, for a total of $381,667.00, an 
advance of $86,179.00 or 29% over the total upset price. 

As evidence of the rise in value of this class of property, 
it is interesting to note that at a sale of similar property at 
Kailua, Oahu, fifteen years ago, the Government received a 
maximum price of $605.00 per acre, while at the Waimanalo 
sale, a maximum price of $18,990.00 per acre was received. 

Provision was made for roads and water supply prior to 
the sale and purchasers were allowed to take the lots on time 
payments to be made at the rate of 10% per annum with in- 
terest at 6% on unpaid balances. 

At another sale of less expensive residence property in the 
Leleiwi Beach Lots Tract near Hilo, Hawaii, 86 lots out of 
92 offered were sold for $25,980.00, an increase of $15,114.00 
or 139% over the upset price. >” 


Cultivation Agreements Authorized Under Presidential 
Proclamation of June 24, 1918: No new agreements of this 
nature were issued and of the 14 previously issued, only two 
remain in force, the balance having been superseded by gen- 
eral leases. However, a total of $114,049.59 was collected 
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during the past two years as the Territory's sháre of the pro- 
ceeds from crops harvested under these agreements. 


Homesteads: No new homestead tracts were opened, but 
71 lots in tracts previously opened were alloted to homestead- 
ers. The demand for the opening of new homestead tracts 
practically ceased with the withdrawal of the remaining Gov- 
ernment cane lands from homesteading and the passage of 
the Hawaiian Homes Commission. However, there are ap- 
proximately 400 lots available to those desiring homesteads 
in tracts previously opened. The 71 lots assigned during 
the past biennium, were taken by 49 homesteaders and in- 
volved an area of 654.6 acres, valued at $13,939.00. (See 
Schedule D.) 


Transfers: Applications are frequently received from hold- 
ers of government leases or homesteading agreements for per- 
mission to transfer their holdings to other individuals or 
corporations. Such applications are usually approved upon 
a showing that the transferee is duly qualified and able to 
carry out the conditions contained in the documents to be 
transferred. One hundred and fourteen such transfers were 
approved. 


Cancellations: Although every effort is made to assist 
those concerned, it frequently becomes necessary to cancel 
homestead and special sale agreements and general leases, on 
account of the inability or unwillingness of the holders to 
comply with the terms and conditions thereof. Sometimes 
voluntary surrenders of such holdings are made. During the 
biennium there were 71 such cancellations and surrenders, 
affecting 105 lots having a total area of 4,981.8 acres valued 
at $12,202.44. (See Schedule E.) 


Cultivation and Crop Sale Agreements and Mortgages Affect- 
ing Homestead Lands: All documents of this nature affect- 
ing unpatented homestead lands and patented homestead 
lands when the land owners deal with aliens or corporations 
require the approval of the Governor and Commissioner of 
Public Lands. The advice of the Territorial Sugar Expert is 
sought in these cases. During the past biennium 338 such 
agreements were approved. One hundred and three of these 
were contracts by homesteaders, covering a total area of 
2,220.1 acres for the cultivation and sale of sugar cane and 
pineapples, and 220 were mortgages whereby a total area of 
4,469.1 acres were offered as security for loans totaling $589,- 
170.33. The other agreements approved were deeds of home- 
steads and assignments of planting agreements and mort- 
gages. (See Schedules F, G, H.) 
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General Leases and Land Licenses: The greatest source 
of revenue for the Territory through this office is the leasing 
of public lands. A list of all the existing general leases and 
licenses is presented herein which shows a total area of 658,- 
885.0 acres under lease at an annual total rental of $544,544.40. 
The collections from this source in the past two-year period, 
including collections under planting agreements and other 
tenancies, amounted to $1,196,405.73, exceeding similar col- 
lections of the previous biennium by $113,779.26. (See Sched- 
ule I.) 


Executive Orders: There were 85 executive orders, affect- 
ing public lands, issued by the Governor during the past 
biennium. Nineteen of these orders withdrew an area of 
339.0 acres from, executive orders previously issued, and 66 
set aside 1,888.5 acres of land for various public purposes. 
(See Schedule K.) 


Certified Copies: Two hundred and seventy-six certified 
copies of documents were furnished during the past biennium, 
19 being for official use for which no charge was made and 
257 for private parties for which $573.75 in fees was collected. 


Index To Land Commission Awards: The checking neces- 
sary to bring this most valuable book up to date has been 
completed and information concerning each award has been 
arranged in a file containing 13,877 cards. These data are now 
being put in shape for publication, 


Land Court Applications: Each application is given care- 
ful study for the protection of the Government’s interest 
when the titles to private lands are registered. During the 
past biennium 91 such applications were received, checked 
and reported to the Attorney General. 


Road Construction: Under appropriations made by the 
Legislature by way of advances from General Fund of the 
Territory, this office undertook 45 road-building projects in 
homestead or house-lot tracts, the appropriations for which 
amounted to $461,563.09. Thirty-seven of these projects were 
completed at a cost of $418,718.48, while eight are in progress, 
on which $17,073.73 has been spent to date. Of the com- 

leted projects, 22 were on the Island of Hawaii, costing 
$229,758.09 and three were on the Island of Maui, costing $41,- 
495.56; five were on the Island of Oahu, costing $44,442.03 
and seven were on the Island of Kauai, costing $103,022.80. 
As to the uncompleted projects, seven are on the Island of 
Hawaii and one is on Oahu. In addition to projects carried 
on under the authorization of legislative appropriations, this 
office entered into two contracts of $5,000.00 each with the 
County of Maui whereby the county advanced money for the

construction of roads in the Waiohuli-Keokea Mauka Home- 
stead Tract on plans approved by this office. The money ad- 
vanced under these contracts is to be repaid when funds be- 
come available under S4402-Homestead Roads, Maui. (See 
Schedule L.) 


Homestead Tract Accounts: "The collections from home- 
steaders in the various tracts are credited to the tracts where- 
in the homesteader resides and these tract collections are in 
turn credited to control accounts, there being one for each 
Island, called “Homestead Roads, Hawaii, Account," etc. To 
these accounts are charged all transfers to the Farm Loan 
Board as provided by law and all sums spent for road con- 
struction. Statements are submitted herewith under Sched- 
ule O, showing the condition of these control accounts as well 
as the relation of the contributing tract accounts to these 
control accounts, 


House Lot and Special Accounts: Collections from sales 
of lots in residence lot tracts are credited to each of the tracts 
from which these collections are made, and each tract is 
charged with expenditures for roads in such tract. Any un- 
expended balances of these special tract accounts may be 
transferred with the approval of the Governor, to the special 
accounts for the purchase of private lands required for public 
uses or to the sinking fund. Schedule P shows the condition 
of each of these accounts as of December 31, 1926. 


Continuing Appropriations: There are on the books of this 
office 35 accounts of continuing appropriations made by the 
Legislature, advancing money for road construction and other 
purposes. There are 11 of these accounts, amounting to $158,- 
045.00, against which no expenditure has been made. "Two, 
amounting to $12,294.20, have just been covered by contract, 
while 22 are accounts of completed projects with a total ad- 
vancement of $570,221.76 still to be refunded to General Fund. 


Collections, Deposits and Transfers: Of the total collec- 
tions for the past biennium of $1,690,700.43, the Hawaiian 
Homes Comimission received $319,057.74 and the Farm Loan 
Board $45,960.04. The amount deposited to the Hawaiian 
Homes Loan Fund is made up of collections from all leases 
on Hawaiian Homes Available Lands and 3096 of the receipts 
from cane land leases and water licenses. To date a total of 
$763,465.72 has been deposited to the credit of the million 
dollar fund which is being built up prrsuant to the Hawaiian 
Homes Commission Act. The amount deposited to the Farm 
Loan Surplus Fund is now made up of 33-1/3% collections 
on homestead agreements. Prior to April 30, 1924, 2096 ot 
all rentals was deposited to this fund. The transfer of the 
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proportion of collections on homestead agreements will con- 
tinue until April 30, 1929, when this fund will be closed. To 
date a total of $713,115.10 has been deposited to this fund 
under the provisions of the Farm Loan Act. 


Transfers: During the past two years transfers to the 
general fund by way of repayment for expenditures under 
appropriations made by way of advancement, amounted to 
$357,623.69. In addition to these transfers, the unexpended 
balances of 13 appropriations affecting the general fund were 
lapsed, amounting to $9,645.65. (See Schedules P, Q, N.) 


Operating Expenses: A statement accounting for the ex- 
penditure of funds appropriated for the operating expenses 
of this office is shown on Schedule S, segregated and symbol- 
ized in accordance with the new accounting system. 


Comparative Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: 
Schedule T shows a comparative statement of. receipts and 
expenditures of this office in two-year periods from January 
1, 1915 to December 31, 1926. A chart is also submitted under 
Schedule T showing these comparisons graphically. 


Boundary Settlements: The Boundary Commissioner for 
Oahu held hearings on two applications for settlement of 
boundaries, resulting in filing by him with this office of two 
: certificates pursuant thereto. The Boundary Commissioner 
for Maui held hearings on six applications for settlement of 
boundaries, resulting in filing of five certificates, the settle- 
ment of one application being still pending. 


Appraisals: Reports were made to the Commissioner on 
account of 85 matters subimitted for appraisal. Sixty of these 
reports were submitted by the regular appraisal boards ap- 
pointed by the Governor, and 25 were submitted by special 
boards, each consisting of a subagent and one other member 
appointed by the Commissioner. Thirty-four reports con- 
cerned property on Hawaii, 20 on Maui, 14 on Oahu, 16 on 
Kauai and one on Molokai. 


Land Board Meetings: A total of 10 meetings of the Land 
Board were held at the call of the Comimissioner during the 
past two years. At these meetings proposals for 54 leases, 
two water licenses, 55 applications to purchase land and 65 
proposals of land exchanges were considered. In addition 
to these, approval was given to proposals of the Commis- 
sioner for the sale of 539 lots for residence and business 
purposes and also two applications for railroad rights-of-way. 


National Parks: At the request of the Director of the Na- 
tional Park Service, the boundaries of the Haleakala section 
of the Hawaii National Park have been revised to comply : 
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with the natural features and arrangements have been com- 
pleted by this office for the acquisition of all the privately 
owned lands in this section of the park as soon as a bill now 
before Congress authorizing said revision of boundary has 
become law. Two additional tracts of Government land con- 
taining an area of 89,450 acres, connecting the Kilauea and 
Mauna Loa sections of the park and extending from the Ki- 
lauea section to the sea have been offered to the Federal 
Government by the Territory, and when accepted, the Ha- 
waii portion of the park will extend from the top of Mauna 
Loa to the sea and the whole park will contain an area of 
141,895 acres, entirely owned by the Federal Government. 


New Quarters: This office was the first of the larger de- 
partments occupying quarters in the Capitol Building to move 
into new quarters in the New Territorial Office Building, the 
change being made in November, 1926. The Commissioner 
and his staff are deeply appreciative of the excellent facilities 
provided and thanks are extended to all those who helped to 
make the new building possible. 

In connection with this matter there is submitted herewith, 
as an appendix, a brief recital touching on the history of this 
office as located and managed under the four forms of gov- 
ernment which these Islands have known.

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REPORT OF THE WORK OF THE DIVISION OF 
HYDROGRAPHY IN COOPERATION WITH THE 
UNITED STATES GEOLOGICAL SURVEY,.FOR 
THE PERIOD DURING THE TWO YEARS FROM 
JANUARY 1, 1925, TO DECEMBER 31, 1926 


The work of the Division of Hydrography cooperating with 
the U. S. Geological Survey, the Honolulu Sewer and Water 
Commission, the City of Hilo and various private organizations, 
consists chiefly in the gaging of streams to determine the water 
supply of the Territory of Hawaii and the investigation and 
prevention of waste of artesian waters. Funds do not permit of 
the measuring of all streams, so only representative streams are 
selected, and, as far as possible, only those draining Territorial 
lands. The value of any particular stream-flow, record is hard 
to establish. It is entirely dependent upon the possible future 
utilization of the water; but the longer an accurate record of 
stream-flow has been maintained, the more valuable it becomes 
to the Territory, as any proposed expansion in homesteading or 
industry, immediately raises the question of the amount of avail- 
able water. 

Continuous records of stream flow! are now being obtained at 
seventy-nine gaging stations. Approximately ninety per cent of 
these are the measure of Government waters upon which water 
and land rentals, are or will be based. Leases of these lands 
are of long duration and the rentals, especially of the older ones, 
were determined with little knowledge of either the value or 
amount of water involved. The first point now raised by arbi- 
trators appointed to appraise the value of these water rights: 
what records of flow are available 

Field work has progressed steadily. Each of the seventy-nine 
stations was visited every month or six weeks by an engineer 
from this office, who adjusted the instrument, removed record, 
made minor repairs, and made a current meter measurement of 
the flow of the stream. In all, 683 of these measurements were 
made, and an additional 432 were made on special investigation. 
A total of 1,659 months of continuous record of flow was obtained, 
which represents an average length of record of 11.1 months-per 
year for each station maintained. This is an excellent showing 
and indicates the value of having the instruments handled by 
trained engineers. 

Office work has been progressing satisfactorily and three annual 
reports have been completed and sent to the general printing 
office at Washington for publication during the biennium. It 
is anticipated that by the end of the next biennium all reports 
will be practically up to date. 
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The distribution of the work is best shown by the following 
percentages, based on the amount of records obtained on each 
island: Kauai, 25%; Oahu, 9%; Molokai, 10%; Maui, 5496; 
Hawaii, 2%. Nineteen stations are now being maintained on 
Kauai, ten on Oahu, seven on Molokai, forty-one on Maui and 
two on Hawaii.

Cooperation has been maintained with the Weather Bureau in 
the reading of rain-gages at isolated points where knowledge of 
the amount of rainfall is,valuable. This work costs but a trifle, 
as it is handled by our engineers in connection with their routine 
duties. Also, without our assistance, these records would have 
to be discontinued on account of the expense that would devolve 
upon the Weather Bureau. Seventeen rainfall stations, including 
the record station at Waialeale on Kauai, four on the Haiku-uka 
boundary of Maui, and one on the summit of the trail leading into 
Wailau Valley, on Molokai, have been maintained by this office. 


Work on the investigation of artesian wells and the prevention 
of waste therefrom has been continued. This work has been con- 
fined almost entirely to the island of Oahu and largely to the area 
underlying the City of Honolulu. All accessible wells in the 
Honolulu district and most of those on the island have been in- 
spected. All the private wells and most of the government wells 
known to have been defective, have been caused to be repaired or 
sealed. Records of the fluctuation of head have been kept by 
means of continuous water state recorders on typical wells in the 
three other areas of the island. Salt determinations have been 
made monthly on typical wells in all areas and many miscellaneous 
determinations have been made. 
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Data relative to the measurement of surface waters are pub- 
lished in annual reports by the Federal Government as part of 
the cooperative agreement with the U. S. Geological Survey. 
Copies of these reports may be secured from the office of the 
Division of Hydrography or from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments at Washington, D. C. Data relative to artesian wells have 
not been published. AJI original data are kept on file in the office 
of the division and blue print copies of unpublished data will be 
furnished interested parties on application. 

Special acknowledgment for cooperation in the collection of 
records is due the following: Princeville, Kilauea and Lihue Plan- 
tations, Kekaha and McBryde Sugar Companies and East Kauai 
Water Company, on Kauai. B. P. Bishop Estate, Wahiawa Wa- 
ter Company and Honolulu Sewer and Water Commission, on 
Oahu. Hawaiian Homes Commission, on Molokai, and East 
Maui Irrigation Company and Pioneer Mill Company on Maui, 
and County Engineer, and C. Brewer & Co., on Hawaii. Figures 
are not available for the expenditures made by the above named 
but acknowledgment of this cooperation is hereby made.

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REPORT OF TOPOGRAPHIC SURVEYS IN: COOPERA- 
TION BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES GEOLOGI- 
CAL SURVEY AND THE TERRITORY OF HAWAII 
FOR THE PERIOD EMBRACED WITHIN THE TWO 
YEARS FROM JANUARY 1, 1925, TO DECEMBER 
31, 1926 


On March 9, 1920, a cooperative agreement was entered into 
between the Director of the United States Geological Survey and 
the Governor of the Territory of Hawaii which provided for 
topographic surveys to be made in the Territory of Hawaii, funds 
for which were to be expended equally between the United States 
Geological Survey and the Territory of Hawaii Since the be- 
ginning of this topographic work in 1920 similar cooperative 
agreements have been signed for each fiscal year, and a total of 
$170,000 has been allotted by the United States Geological Sur- 
vey to meet the Territorial appropriations made to June 30, 1927. 


Under the terms of these agreements the details governing the 
work are that the scale and methods to be employed in the field 
and office to secure accuracy in the construction of the final map 
shall be determined by the Director of the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey; that the areas selected for survey shall be agreed 
upon by the Director of the United States Geological Survey and 
the Governor of Hawaii or their representatives ` that the surveys 
Shall be executed in a manner sufficienty elaborate to prepare 
maps for reproduction on standard scales which may be agreed 
upon for different localities, and that they shall show the relief 
(by means of contour lines), water courses, public culture, and 
all civil boundaries as marked upon the ground at the time the 
field survey is executed; that the Federal allotment shall bear an 
approximate charge of 121296 for the necessary administrative 
expense in connection with the proper execution of field and office 
work; that during the progress of the work free access to the field 
sheets and records shall be afforded the Governor of Hawaii or 
his representative; that the Governor of Hawaii or his representa- 
tive shall be furnished with photographic copies of the manuscript 
sheets ; and at any time after the final publication is completed the 
Governor of Hawaii shall be furnished with transfers from the 
plates of the maps for use in printing editions of said maps; and 
that the resulting maps shall fully recognize the cooperation of 
the Territory of Hawaii. 

Field work on the islands of Molokai and Lanai was completed 
prior to January 1, 1925; the islands of Kahoolawe and Niihau 
were completely surveyed, and field work on the island of Maui 
was completed during the biennial period for which this report is 
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made; and field work was continued during this biennial period 
on the island of Hawaii. Ten topographic engineers were en- 
gaged on this work; 28 miles of precise levels were run, and 
41.62 miles of primary levels were run, and 1,244.79 square miles 
of topography were mapped at a cost to the United States Geolog- 
ical Survey of $44,859.60, and to the Territory of Hawaii of 
$45,283.04.

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APPENDIX 


In the days of the Monarchy, one of the functions of the 
Minister of the Interior was the administration of Govern- 
ment land and the first office of the Minister of the Interior, 
as far as is known at this time, was in the building known 
as Hale Kauwila, which was erected about the year 1829, 
and stood South of the Fort, which was about where the Amer- 
ican Factors Building now stands, at the corner of Fort and 
Queen Streets. The name Hale Kauwila was given this build- 
ing on account of the sacred Kauwila rafters used in its con- 
struction which were brought from the Hale o Keawe or 
Mausoleum at Honaunau, Kona, Hawaii. This building was 
the Government house where the court records, the tax rec- 
ords, leases and sundry documents, as well as correspondence 
with foreign consuls, were kept by a staff of native clerks 
under the superintendency of M. Kekuanaoa, and was the 
scene of many thrilling events. 

From this building, the Interior Department was moved to 
what was known as the Pele Premises, on the East corner 
of Hotel Street and Adams Lane, and occupied a portion of 
the site of the present Y. M. C. A. Building. 

From this location the Interior Department was moved to 
what is now known as the Wolters property, between Fort 
and Union Streets. The office remained there until the com- 
pletion of Aliiolani Hale (Judiciary Building) in the year 
1874, when the Department was moved to the new building, 
a portion of which it occupied until the establishment of the 
Territorial Government. 

The Interior Department occupied the North corner of the 
ground floor jointly with the Record Office, both departments 
using the same vault. The office of the Commissioner of 
Public Lands which was created in the establishment of the 
Territorial Government, was maintained in the same location 
until moved to the basement of the Iolani Palace (Executive 
Building) about the year 1910. There it remained until the 
new Territorial Office Building was completed into which 
the office for the administration of public lands moved in 
November, 1926. 

Following is a list of men, many of them prominent in the 
history of these Islands, who served in the capacity of Min- 
ister of the Interior or Commissioner of Public Lands in the 
administration of the public lands, giving their term of office. 
Under John Young, during his administration as Minister of 
the Interior, from 1846 to 1857, was a clerk, David Kalakaua, 
who later became King. At the end of this list appears the 
name of John Colburn, who held the position of the Minister 
of the Interior for four days, just before the overthrow of the 
Monarchy.
